Administrations come and goin France, 
but the republic endures; and the down- 
fall of Premier deFreycinet hasno signifi- 
cance beyond the fact that it is a step to- 
wards the consolidation of the republic. 
It came about in connection with the 
March decrees, which require all the re- 
hgious establishments of the country to 
secure authorization. The Jesuits, re- 
fusing to do anything of the kind, packed 
up bag and baggage, and left the country. 
Just why they.did not procure authoriza- 
tion, we do not understand; but the fact 
that they did not, and that the other 
religious confraternities will not do 
so, shows that they either do 
not propose to deal fairly with the re- 
public or that the government proposes 
to impose harsh conditions in granting 
the religious bodies permission to con- 
tinue their work, which is chiefly that of 
education. Gambetta has long urged 
that the expulsion of the congregations is 
desirable, because they interfere in poli- 
tics and prejudice students against the 
republic. The varicus congregations, 
about amonth ago, united in signing a 
letter addressed to the government, 
pledging themselves not to interfere in 
political matters and to maintain a friend- 
ly attitude towards the republic—and 
yet they refused to ask for authoriza- 
tion. . M. de Freycinet held that their 
letter was sufficient, and that the gov- 
ernment should not expel them so long 
as they stood by their pledges. On this 
question the cabinet split—M. Constans, 
the young mimister of the interior, lead- 
ing the members who insisted that the 
March decrees should be strictly enfore- 
ed. He was sustained by at least M. Ca- 
zot, minister of justice, and by M. Jules 
Ferry, minister of education and public 
worship, who really originated the policy 
of March. The resultfis, the downfall of 
the de Freycinet cabinet, and the forma- 
tion of a new one under the leadership 
of M. Jules Ferry. This of course means 
thatthe congregations must go; for it is 
pain that for some reason not entirely 
clear to the distant observer, they do 
not propose to accept authorization from 
the republic.

THE QUEEN CITY. 


Whatthe City Law Makers Did Last An Excursion Party That Came Over 


the Cimcinmati Southern RBailway 
Sanday Last. 
When the Western and Atlantic passenger train 
arrived at the carshed last Sunday at noon a large 
number of passengers who disembarked attracted 
the attention of a CoNnsTITUTION reporter, who 


chanced to be present. Inquiry developed that 
it wasan Ohio excursion party who had come 
over to see the gate city. 

The excursiouists numbered about 75 and came 
in ch of Dr. B. Lee, western soliciting 
agent of the Western and Atlantic railroad and 
represented various portions of tbe buckeye 


state. 

Soon after their arrival they were comfortably 
quartered at the Kimball, Markham and National 
hotels, where they remained until late in the 
evening when they began an inspection of the 
town. In squads of two and more, on hormeback, 
in carriages and afovt, they soon scatiered 
themselves over the town and made a thorough 
inspection Of ailthbat came under their observa 


on. 
At night the various congregations throughout 
the city were greatly swelled by this temporary 
but desirable addition to Atianta. 
Yesterday morning a CONSTITUTION reporter 
sought a few member. of the party iu order tosee 
what impression had been made by what they 
had observed. 
Among others he met the Hon. Frederick Ezry, 
mayor vu! Hamilton, Ohio, a thriving city of about 
twelve thousand people, situated twenty miles 
from Cincinnati. After an introducion and a 
iew words of welcome, the repo. ter said: 
**How do you like Atlanta so far?”’ 
“Well, [am very favorably impressed with 
yourcity, I assure you. I have heard agreat déa! of 
Atiaftaand expected to finda nice good town, 
but I deciare my expectations were far inferior 
to my realization. You have here every indica- 
tion of a prosperous city of seventy-five thousand, 
but what is your population?’ 
**. bour fifty-five thousand, answered the re- 
porter and we are still growiug. Have you seen 
our buildings and what do you think of them””’ 
‘‘Well, we all went to church last night and saw 
the iuside of the buildings, and to-day we looked 
atthe outside. By the way, you have a good lot 
of ministers here, jadging by the one I heard at 
the Presbyterian courch last night. Bhe United 
States bulidingis a handsome structure. Your 
hotels are ri une buildings. Yuu bavea beau- 
tiful lotof residences and your business houses are 
the most substantialand faucy I have seen in 
quite awhile. Iam very favorably impressed 
with your city I assure yuu?’ 
Continuing, Mr. Ezry said: “I am told that 
your growth daes back only fiiteen years. It 
that is the case it is unprecedented. 1 noticed 
yesterday that your business houses were ali 
closed. Is that the custom with you?’ 
Yes, sir.’’ said the reporter. 
“Well, now, that’s nice, Ideclare. Why, out 
where we live, aud especially in Cincinnati, 
houses keep open all day Sunday. There they 
drink beerand have a goodtime Suuday, but 
this Sunday cessation of business is reiresbiug, I 
teil you.’’ 
“Well,’’ said the reporter, ‘‘how’s politics out 
your way—Haucock or Garfiela”:’ 
“Tlivein astrong democratic county, and am 
mayor ofthe capitel, butaama republican and 
shall vote for Garfield of courre.’’ 
“And I guess all Onio will go that way wo,’’ 
observed the reporter. 
“Well, don’t be too sure ofthat. Although | 
hope it will, and sball do all-I can to make it, 
won't be too sure of it.’’ 

“What do you think of the general result 
asked the reporter. 
‘IT can’t say, but think the chances are pretty 
even. I guess there’s no use asking how Georgia 
will go, but it’s time for my train to leaveand I'll 
bid you good-bye.””  _
